Water Content Approaching 


50 Per Cent Indicated, 
Says Forest Ranger 


Reporting sixteen feet of 
the Echo summit, Ranger M. D. Morris, 
of Pacific District, on Eldorado Na- 
tional Forest, returned to duty at the 
forest headquarters Thursday morning 
following a two-day field survey trip. | 

Morris said he did not personally 
visit the summit, but went as far as_ 
Phillips Station, where he found twelve 
feet of snow and was assured by Harry 
Oakley, caretaker, of an additional | 
four-foot depth at the summit. 

The ranger shared with Oakley in 
the opinion that never in the past 
thirty years had they seen a greater 
depth of packed snow on April 1 than 
is to be seen this year. Greater depths 
have been noted, but they included 
new snow which had not settled. 

Morris found the Spencer brothers. 
who are assigned to shovel snow from 
the roof of buildings at Camp Sacra- 
mento, sawing the snow out in blocks 
with a cross-cut saw, and tossing it 
from the roofs. 

Although Morris took no water test 
borings, the Forest Service had a repori 
from water tests in the Loon Lake dis- 
trict where a snow depth of 11 feet 
and fifty per cent water content was 
found. Seven feet of snow at Schlein’s 
ranger station showed the same water 
content and additional information 
said some of the buildings at Uncle 
Tom’s had collapsed under the snow’'s 
weight. 

Snow in the vicinity of the buildings 
at Camp Sacramento measures ten feet 
with a seven-foot depth on the flat, 
the ranger said.

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TRIAL OF MINERS 
ON WEDNESDAY 


New Grand Jury Will Be Asked 
To Review Six Other Counts 
Against Duo, Says Prosecutor 


The first jury trial resulting from 
arrests in connection with the inves- 
tigation of highgrading at the Black 
Oak mine is scheduled to open Wed- 
nesday morning in Superior Court be- 
fore Judge George H. Thompson. 

Defendants are Mitchell D. Siderius 
and Robert Fields, each charged with 
grand theft by indictment by the 1937 
Grand Jury, and each under six addi- 
tional charges of grand theft contained 
in a complaint filed last Saturday in 
Justice Court by District Attorney 
Henry S. Lyon. 

The new Grand Jury being organized 
today (Thursday) will be asked to 
review the testimony supporting the 
new complaint, Mr. Lyon said. 

Under the charges now contained in 
indictments found by the 1937 Grand 
Jury, and in the complaint filed sub- 
sequently by the District Attorney, 
Fields is facing a total of eight counts 
of grand theft and Siderius faces seven 
charges. 

Fields, who had been at 
bail, surrendered and was lodged in 
the county jail Monday. in lieu of 
posting an additional $5,000 bail under 
the more recent charges. 

Siderius, who had been at liberty on 
$2,000 bail, posted an additional $5,000 
security.
